upon his evidence, Y>acked by the fact of 
niuTil tion. tltoy -w.^e foufid irnilty. and 
s. utt need bv Mr. Justice Bowen to ten 
years' penal servitude. The trial lasted 
lour honr.>>, ilie court was convinced, and 
the aeulence was not tf>o hefivy. ;t is 
now alleged, with every ni p arance of 
truth, tuat since the trial Brooks has 
wasted away. On Saturday ho dit^l, 
leaving a full confosaiou that the out- 
rage was self-inflicted, with the object 
of extorting a laim s'^ra of money from 
the jic.;u.sed or tiieir friends. "Hie un- 
liappy victims of this miscarriage of 
justice had borne g<M)d characters, and 
tlu ir fainilies liave, in coMsequ'\':i-e of 
the ci>uvictiou, fallen into pauptrism. 
So strong is the feeling in Rnshton that 
it wa.s hard to tin<l men who, evt n for 
money, would oarry J-»rook.s t" tlie grave. 
If the facts are ab re^iorted, the men 
will, of course be pardoned, and we 
trn.-t IS fidly comp -nsated as is now 
possil lie. BrooKs' crime, though uncom- 
mon here, where villians dislike suffer- 
ing, is so common in India tliat Judges, 
on a!iy rt'port of outrfige, tirst ot all 
etisptct seif-inlliction. — London Specta- 
tor.

burning oi switchboard in the Omaha 

telegrapii oflice. 

Jacob Johnson, the wealthy farmer who 
went home, near Lexington, Kentucky, 
intoxicated. Wedne.srlay nii^dit, and was 
clubbed nearly to death inside his own 
gate, has died of his injuries. As yet no 
clue has been found to the murderer. 

Matters are rather quiet at Alexandria. 

A British force blew up one of Arabi's 
lorl.s at Kamleh, whicli Arabi tle.stroye<l 
and abandoned several days ago. Three 
Britisii war ships bombarded and de- 
stro^'ed tlie fort at Uurabi,^ the garrison 
having refused to surrender. 

In New York City the mortality for the 
week ending Saturday reached the ai)iiall- 
ing figure of twelve hundred and seven- 
teen. A larger number of deaths has not 
been recorded in any single week in ten 
years. One tliird the vietiius were infants 
wlio succumbed to cholera inlautum due 
to he.it. 

At Steubenville, Ohio, Saturday, Ed- 
ward T. Harier was shot and killed by his 
jntoxieated brother, John Harter. ' Ed- 
'ward was interfering between his brother 
John and their father, who was endeavor- 
ing to prevent John from attacking Dr. C. 
£. Johnson. The shot aimed at the fath- 
er, stru' k Edward and caused his death. 
Tiie grief of tlie father and mother is ui- 
tense, and it will be doubtful if they ever 
get over the terrible occurrence. They 
are a well-respected family, and bavi^ .t^e 
sympathy of the entire community, . .
